dried to be manufactured into cloth, 
it weighs only 7. to 10 pounds. 


A hen will lay something like a 
thousand eggs during the eight or nine 
years of her life—not more; and it is 
a great gain if, by suitable feeding 
and attention, we get four years’ eggs, 
or nearly that, in two years’ time. 
Cocks may be kept for three years, 
but usually two years is more profit- 
able. 

A San Joaquin poultry man, while 
living on a ranch at French camp, 
with Stockton asa market, purchased 
twelve dozen fowls. These were 
crossed with several varieties of im- 
ported fowls. From these he raised 
in all about 500 hens. In the year 
1875-6, for the twelve months, he 
carefully marked down all his expend- 
itures and all hie sales of eggs, and 
found he bad cleared the neat little 
sum of $918. 


Young chickens need no feed until 
about twenty-four hours old. Then 
give them the yolk of a hard boiled 
egg, crumbled or chopped fine. After 
two or three days, mix coarse corn 
meal and wheat bran, equal —— 
and scald it with boiling water. Have 
a pan of fine gravel within their reach, 
and also some lime rubbish,old mortar 
or broken oyster or clam shells.

The Battle Mountain Fire. 
From the Battle Mountain Messen- 
ger’s account of the late fire in that 
place, the following particulars of the 
calamity have been extracted. The 
fire was discovered at half past one 
o'clock on Saturday afternoon, and 
originated in the C. P. freight depot. 
A violent wind was blowing at the 
time, and as the flames had already 
broken out through the roof, it was 


impossible to save the building. The 
books and papers of the Company 
were saved, but the freight. in the de- 
t was consumed with the building. 
he fire soon communicated to the 
Capital Hotel, directly o posite the 
Depot, and soon it was also a mass of 
ruins. The express and telegraph 
offices were in this building. The fur- 
niture of the offices was saved. Two 
billiard tables, the piano and a small 
portion of the furniture of the hotel 
were saved. 

The fire is sup; to have been 
the work of incendiafies as there, was 
no fire in the stove in the freight of- 
fice at the time, and a few moments 
before a pile of ore sacks lying on the 
platform were found to be on fire. 
Another suspicious thing connected 
with this fire is that the carpenter 
shop of the Nevada Central railway, 
adjoining the machine shops, was dis- 
covered on fire about ten minutes be- 
fore. The workmen had all gone to 
dinner, leaving the place vacant, there- 
by giving * held. Luckily it 
was discovered in time to prevent the 
destruction of this valuable property. 
The loss on the Capital Hotel will 
foot up $27,000, insurance about $10,- 
000. The Central Pacific lose about 
$3,000 worth of freight besides the 
building, which was valued at $2,500; 
partially insused.
